Mr. Numbers likened Gal 
laudet, who had shown others tbe 
way in eduoating the deaf, to tbe 
pioneers who blazed the trail across 
the plains. 

Fred M. Kaufman spoke of tbe 
deaf in industrial life and cited e 
uumber of M. 8. D. graduates who 
have become successful iu various 
industries. He stated the three H's 
had been the watchword of tbe 
pioneers of deaf ednoation. By this 
he explained tbey had given eqnal 
attention to tbe training of the head, 
heart aud hands. Training the 
hands in some useful trade has 
always formed an important part of 
deaf ednoation. 

Rev. C. W. Charles, of Columbus, 
Ohio, told of the influence the 
Gallaudets had bad on tbe religious 
life of the deaf. He stated that 
Thomas II. Gallaudet and bis two 
sons had given over 115 years of 
active service iu behalf of the deaf 
aud the exemplary lives of the deaf 
who came under their influence 
spoke highly of their religions in- 
tegrity. 

George F. Tripp, president of 
tbe Michigan Association of the 
Deaf, spoke on tbe debt tbe deaf 
owe Gallaudet iu their social life. 
Tbe sign language, which Gal- 
laudet imported from France, he 
characterised as a gift from God. 
He told how tbe deaf in all large 
cities bad olub rooms where they 
rouhl meet aud, thanks to tbe sign 
lauguage, tbey could converse and 
enjoy themselves ou a par with 
people who oonld hear, 

E. M. Bristol talked on the fra- 
ternal life of the deaf. He men- 
tioned one deaf fraternal order, 
tbe National Fraternal Society of 
the Deaf with a membership of 
5,000 and hall a million in cash in 
its treasury. In speaking of tbe 
many things the deaf had to be 
thankful for, he mentioned a little 
deaf, dumb and blind girl who on 
being asked what she bad to be 
thankful for, replied: 

"I am thankful that other peo- 
ple are not like me." 

Miss Florence H. Jones recited a 
poem about the Gallaudet monu- 
ment at Hartford, Ct., where 
the first deaf school was started by 
Gallaudet. Tbe poem was writeti 
by Miss Elisabeth Peet, a professor 
in Gallaudet college at Washington, 
D. C, and long associated with the 
Gallaudets.— Flnt (Mich.) Jour* 
nal.

Arkansas School for the Deaf 

For the twentieth time in Dr. 
Dobytts' long career ss an educator 
of the deaf, covering nearly half a 
century, Gallaudet Day wss cele- 
brated st the Arksnaas School for 
Deaf with some distinguished person 
from outside of the State as orator, 
snd this time it wss Dr. A. J. 
Tillinghast, of Spartanburg, South 
Carotins. The assembly hall wss 
packed to the doors. Dr. Tilling- 
hast is one of the orginal bunch of 
Normal Fellows, iosugurated by the 
college in the fall of 1891, and like 
his father s master of the sign lan- 
guage. Assistant Daniel Clond read 
aloud the doctor's paper for the 
benefit of the hearing portion of the 
audience. — 

Dr. Tillinghast in his address 
made an interesting comparison of 
tbe condition of the deaf and dumb 
of one hundred years ago with that 
of the deaf of today. "Isolated 
loneliness" which the desf then en- 
dured is no longer with these today, 
he said, because of the good roads 
and, the automobile which ensble 
them to meet and tslk regardless of 
distance, also the movies bring right 
before their eyes pictures instead of 
so manys words the latest happening 
of tbe word. More varied and skill- 
ed employments are open to them 
than ever before. The speaker was 
wsrmly applauded st the conclusion 
of his address. 

Arkansas is the only one in the 
United Ststes thst hunts for dis- 
tinguished men or women every 
year on Gallaudet Day to come to 
the school snd tslk to the children. 
Dr. Dobyns, the Snpt., originated 
this nniqne custom twenty years ago 
while he was head of the Mississippi 
School, snd until now was present 
on every occasion to introduce the 
speakers. He has been confined to 
his room over two months and is 
still fsr from being s welt man. 
Msjor Webster Dobyns, however did 
the introducing for him. Im- 
mediately after the address s re- 
ception wss held in the school 
parlors snd punch and wafers were 
served.

Saturday night, Decmbei 8th, in 
honor of the 136th anniveisary of 
the birth of Thomas Hopkins Gal- 
laudet, father of the education of 
the deaf of America. Graduates of 
tbe deaf schools, and also of Gal 
laudet College paid high tributes to 
their patron. Dr. Gallaudet taught 
ami pointed out bow to educate of 
the deaf. It has spread all over the 
United States, from the first school 
established at Hartford, Ct., after 
a study of the system in vogue in 
France. 

About fifty-five deaf of Portland, 
were present. Mrs. B. L. Craven, 
a graduate of G illandet College, at 
Washington, I) (J., told about (he 
elder Gallaudet, because Dr. Gal- 
laudet interested himself in the 
deaf >>y discovering a little neighbor 
child who could not hear, and 
whose education was being neglect 
ed just because of that fact. He 
went to England in an effort to 
study the education of the deaf 
there, but the schools then* were 
closed to him, so he found in France 
the method that he afterwards 
brought to tbe United States, and 
used in the first school lieie. 

Mr. Maurice Werner also a gra 
duate of Gallaudet, and at Dreeem a 
teacher at the deaf school, spoke on 
Education. He said it was neces 
sary to impress on I be deaf the 
value of education, lot- many felt 
that they should be at work, even 
before they had completed Ihe course 
of the ordinary school, and also told 
of the fine conditions at the Salem 
School since Sept. O. L. Mclut.ire 
took charge of the Institution. 

Mrs Werner another educator, 
spoke on the Deaf School, and its 
founder. 

B. L. Craven, a College graduate, 
told bow the deaf may earn their 
living. He deolared that all the 
deal owe their jobs to Gallaudet, 
beCSUSe he founded the system that 
made thuir employment possible. 
He urged on the purity iu the sign 
language, saying that Dr. E M. 
Gallaudet, founder of the College 
at Washington, I). C, was insistent 
on the use of signs, and he gave some 
examples. He said that without an 
education, the deaf would have to 

depend on others, and Insisted llihl 
"Just as Washington made Amsr 
ios Independent," I)r Gallaudet 
made the deaf Independent," by the 
training that he gave them Mr. 
Craven also advised the deaf to 
make good at their different trades, 
that employers might be induced to 
hire other deaf, and though that the 
deaf are exceptionally good work 
men, beca use of their handicap, 
makes them more able to oonoe 
crate on the task at hand. 

J. O. Reich le, who was Toast 
master at the Banquet also paid 
tribute to (he memory of the great 
educator, T. II. Gallaudet, saying 
he has made the deaf of this country 
self-supporting, and spoke of many 
other meetings in various parts of 
United States, celebintlrig Dr 
laudet's birthday. Mr. Reicblealso 
spoke on the impoitant question of 
admitting women lo the N S F. I)., 
to be nettled at the convention In 
St Paul, next July. Mis. J. O 
Reiehle spoke on the meetings held 
in three different Churches, and of 
sermons Interpreted in two of the 
churches, and one where tbe preach- 
er nses the sign language in his ser- 
mon. 

Mr. F. 8. Oelanoy, retiring 
Presides! Of Portland Frats, g ive 
a shoit talk ou the good done by 
tl • Father Of the Deaf Schools, Dr. 
Gallaudet. Mrs Florence Metcalfe 
said grace befere the eats, 
giving thanks to Almighty for send 
Ing such a good man as Dr. (lillau 
det to open schools for the deaf in 
United States. 

Mr. II, P Nelson gave a talk on 
how he enjoyed one's self among the 
sileuts people after being with the 



heailng people for over thirty-five 
years never having seen a deaf- 
mute sign until he ariived in P in- 
land iu 1910. but after 111 wring a 
deaf lady, who taught him with ber 
broom mice in a while, when his 
linger got stiff In making an X.
